“I believe I am not mistaking the spirit 
of parsimony for economy, but seeking 
to be just, alike to litigants and tax 
payers, when I suggest that a guperior 
court distriot composed of Grant and 
Howard and the giving of more of the 
time of the thirty-sixth judicial district 
to Tipton county will afford the needed 
relief.” The governor also suggested 
that the judiciary of the state is sadly 
iu need of a revision. 
The message was transmitted to the 
house just before the adjournment of 
the morning session and action upon 
the vetoed bills was deferred until after 
the noon hour. 
Then the author of

veto. The governor was sustained in 
his veto by a vote of 62 to 39. 
The morning session of the senate 
was very brief, as an early adjourn­ 
ment was taken on account of the death 
of the son of Senator Schneck.

F reedom From Serfdom. 
One of the best known banking honses 
of S t Petersburg and the one to which 
most American visitors to Russia carry 
letters of em iit is that of Messrs. Shal- 
omiiue 
& Sons, the founder of which, 
father of the present head of the firm, 
owed his liberation from serfdom, 15 
years before the decree of emancipation, 
to a barrel of oysters. Old Shalouniue 
was a serf belonging to Count She* 
remetieff, one of the wealthiest nobles in 
Russia. 
He had frequently entreated 
the count to grant him his freedom, of­ 
fering him as much as $500,000 for the 
boon. But money was no object to the 
count, and it gratified his pride to feel 
that one of the leading bankers d? the 
empire was one of his serfs, unable to 
marry either his sons or his daughters 
without his maste r's consWit. Mor< over, 
as serf, the banker was liable to have 
his money seized and confiscated any 
moment by the count, since everything 
that belonged to a serf, including his 
wife, children and property, belonged 
ipso facto to bis master. 
Ou< day Bhalounine, who had just 
that very morning returned to the capi­ 
tal from Odessa, called at the Shere- 
metieff palace for the purpose of report­ 
ing his arrival, as in duty bouud to bis 
owner. He bad brought with him a 
barrel of delicious Crimean oysters for 
presentation to the count, but left them 
in his carriage at the palace door until 
he should have obtained his master’s 
Intimation that his gift was acceptable. 
On entering the presence of the count 
the banker found him surrounded by a 
party of guests and engaged in berating 
his chief butler for neglecting to pro-

Ushant, the island upon whose out­ 
lying reefs the steamer Drummond Cas­ 
tle ran, sinking three minutes after­ 
ward and carrying down every sonl on 
board, except three, lies off the north­ 
west extremity of France and forms 
tho corner around which vessels from 
tha south turn into the English channel 
after crossing 
tho bay of 
Biscay. 
‘ 'tfshant” is the Anglicized fonn of 
“ Ouessant, ” the French name. Pliny 
calls the island “ Uxantis,” and the 
Britons know it as “ Enez Henssa,” 
which means “ Tho Isle b 
i Terror.’’ It 
well deserves the Celtic name. 
The inhabitants of Ushant are a hardy 
race, the men all fishermen and seamen, 
the women all tillers of the rocky soil. 
The latter on high days and holidays 
still often display their ancient coetuue. 
with its flat coif, which strikingly c- 
oalls the feminine headgear of southern 
Italy, and whence their dark hair 
streams in freedom below their waists 
Within tho last quarter of a century a 
breed of ponies still roamed in semi­ 
wildness over a large part of the island, 
i and for centuries tho inhabitants thenj- 
selves were looked upon as savages. De­ 
barred, often for long weeks at a time, 
from any intercourse with the main 
i land, they certainly led very primiti r» 
lives. But at the same, time they pro 
served the primitive virtues, and hon­ 
esty and hospitality havo ever been ar 
ticles of faith among them. 
Losing year by year, with unfailing 
regularity, a score or two of their ov n 
kith and kindred in the treacherous 
waters around their isle, their sympa­ 
thies have always been with those 
whom shipwreck lias imperiled. Several 
of tho Breton islands have notoriously 
vide oysters for the breakfast to which harbored communities of wreckers,

It is a curious fact that many of the 
great speeches which gave immortality 
to the orators who made them were de­ 
liver« d in comparatively small rooms 
and to small audii nces. When Webster 
made his great argument in the Dart­ 
mouth college case, aside from the bar 
and the offi< ials in charge of the room, 
there were not 50 persons present, and 
yet many believe that he spoke to lis­ 
tening senators and other high officials. 
When we read of Patrick Henry’s 
wonderful display of eloquence, we see 
in our mind’s eye a spacious room and 
an immense crowd of people listening 
to his burning words with almost 
breathless attention. 
But, in truth, 
many of these speeches which quickened 
or changed the march of events were 
delivered in a small room and to a few 
hearers—never more than 150. 
“ Could 
it have been here, in this oaken chapel 
of 50 pews,” wrote Houser, the gifted 
author of “ Sprondro, ” “ that Patrick 
Henry d«‘liffered tho greatest and liest 
known of all his speeches? Was it here 
that he uttered those words of doom so 
unexp«cted, and then so unwelcome, 
‘We must fight?’ Even here. But the 
words were spoken in a tone and man­ 
ner worthy the men to whom they were 
'addressed, and who were sc* impressed 
with them that for several moments 
they were almost awtstrieken. It was 
only when the voice ok Richard Ileury 
Lee, that other matchless Virginia ora­ 
tor, who rose to second the words of 
Henry, rang through the room that they 
were calk'd back to themselves. ” 
Seward’s speech in defense of Wil­ 
liam Freeman was undoubtedly til« 
greatest and most brilliant effort of kii 
professional life.

Ushant is known to histor}-. As early 
is 1388 an English expedition landed 
on the island and ravaged it with fire 
and sword. Then, in 1778, its waters 
witnessed tlie much criticised uavai en­ 
gagement between Keppel and d’Or- 
villiers, which English histories usually 
describe as a drawn battle, whereas the 
French invariably claim it as a decisive 
victory. Finally, 16 years later, Ushant 
saw the “glorious first of June,” when 
Lord Howe certainly shattered the 
French ships of war commanded by 
Villaret-Joyeuse, but at the same time 
signally failed to jirevent the largo fleet 
of French merchantmen, on whoso ar­ 
rival France depended for means to pros­ 
ecute tho war, from getting safely into 
tho port of Brest. 
That Ushant is, in Breton estimation, 
predestined to deeds of blood and death 
is shown by a strange rhymed proverb, 
which Chateaubriand quotes in his 
‘Memoirs From Beyond the Grave,” 
and which may be Englished thus: 
Ho who sets Belle Isle doth see h’9 
Isle; He who seeth Groi doth see his 
;oy, but gaze on U shunt’s flood, you see 
your blood. ’ ’ 
Of tho wild scenery around Ushant 
there has probably never been any bet­ 
ter description * than that given by 
Chateaubriand. 
The island is the lar­ 
gest and from the mainland the most 
distant, of those forming the archipelago 
to which it gives its name. Molene, the 
next in size, trades largely in its own 
soil, which on account of certain chem­ 
ical properties is sought after by Breton 
agriculturists. 
Then, in addition to 
scores of little islets, some of them mere 
aits and rooks, there is Quemenez, 
which is about a quarter the size of 
Ushant, while near to the mainland is 
Beniquet, or the Blessed Isle, so called 
on account of its proximity to the Bre- 
ton shore and the refuge it offers amid 
the most dangerous of all the adjacent 
reefs, that of Les Pierres Noires. 
Many a stout ship and many a frail 
fishing boat have been shattered among 
these reefs, where the waters ever seethe 
and roar, even on calm summer days. 
But winter is the time to see Ushant 
and its neighboring iBles, all bare and 
rugged, rising from amid the gale lashed 
waves. No rock bound coast can offer a 
more impressive spectacle than that 
which the ocean tnen presents as it 
leaps in its dread, blind might around 
The Isle of Terror. ” —Westminster Ga 
retie.

I n d ia n a p o l is , Feb. 4.—The governor 
Wednesday sent his first veto message 
to the legislature, covering two bills, 
one for the creation of a superior court 
in Grant county and the other for the 
division of How’ard and Tipton conn ties 
into separate judicial circuits. 
In his 
message the governor quoted statistics 
to show that there had been a dim inu­ 
tion rather than an increase in the liti­ 
gation of these two counties and said: 
“I believe I am not m istaking the spirit 
of parsimony for economy, but seeking 
to be just, alike to litigants and tax 
payers, when I suggest (hat a superior 
court district composed of Grant and 
Howard and the giving of more of the 
time of the thirty-sixth judicial district 
to Tipton oounty w ill afford the needed 
relief.” 
The governor also suggested 
that the judiciary of the state is sadly 
in need of a revision. 
The message was transmitted to the 
house just before the adjournment of 
the morning session and action upon 
the vetoed bills was deferred until after 
the noon hour. 
Then the author of 
both bills moved their passage over the 
veto. 
The governor was sustained in 
his veto by a vote of 52 to 39. 
The morning sealion of the senate 
was very brief, as an early adjourn­ 
ment was taken on account of the death 
of the son of Senator Schnook. 
The 
Shivcley antitrust bill was a special 
order in the afternoon but was re-com­ 
mitted. 
The acuate passed Senator 
Shea's bill appropriating *1,000 for a 
monument at Pigeon Roost and Sena­ 
tor Shiveley’s bill enabling the Grand 
Lodge of Knights of Pythias to build a 
Castle hall. 
Senator Gilbert’s bill de­ 
claring invalid all mortgages that do 
not have the certificate of the assessor 
attached showing that they have been 
assessed for taxation was defeated.
